AN UNJUST LIABILITY.

The Employers' Liability bill now
pending at Harrisburg, however fa-
vorably we may regard itg maln pur-
pose, has one feature that is clearly
Indefensible, 1llogical and altogether
wrong., Itis that which makes a olti-
zen liable for an accident to an indi-
vidual worker not in his employ and
over whom he has no control.

Surely it Is enough to make an em-
ployer linble for the aeccidents to hls
own employes without piling upon
him liability for damuges to the em-
ployes ol some one dolng work for
him under contruet, The contractor
is himself an employer, chooses lis
own men and discharges them if they
do not suit him. The owner of the
premiges exercises no authority or
control over his contractor's employ-
(T8

In fixing the responsibility of cm-
ployers the bill should at least stick
to its purpose and put the lability
for damages squarely on the real
employer and not on one who has no
contractual relations with the man
Injured. It Is one thing to hold an
employer responsible for the injuries
Ineurred by the men of his own stloe-
tion and over whom he exercises di-
rect authority., It I8 guite another
thing and most unjust and wrong to
seek to hold & man responsibla for
the employes of another man who
j8 working for the first under
tract,

This provision in the Employers'
Liabllity bill has been severely and
justly eritieised. There is a second
provision whereby the owner of
premises on which work Is being
done under a contradtor may relleve
himself from responsibility by post.
ing a notice on the premises and fil-
ing another with the Bureau of In-
dustrial Statistics, But in small and
short operations men will not thinlk
to take that trouble and the second-
ary liability stands there as a trap.
The bill is sufficlently drastie withoput
this unfair responsibility for con-
tractors’ workmen. It hits  the
wrong person, s without any merit
and should be stricken from the bill.

D& H. IS SUED FOR 86,000,000,

A suit to recover $6,000,000, the
value placed on conl alleged to have
been removed in the last forty years
from a number of mines under Scran-
ton, Pa., has heen filed against the
Delaware and Mudson company, it
developed Saturday, through pro-
cecdings In the BSupreme court:
Eleven proporty owners of Scranton
were asked in an application to Jus-
tice Gerard to make their complaint
more definite and to bring nction
separataely Decision wns resorved.

Mine lands were leased to the de-
fendant company in 1861, when there
was no market vislue for smaller slzes
of coal, counsel for the plaintiffs told
the ecourt, under an agreement by
which the company was to pay twelve
cents a ton for all conl that would
not passa through an Inch square
megh. The coal that did not pass
through was rogarded as worthless

and no mention wis madoe of it In the |

contract, sald counsel.

“In 1872, he set forth, "smaller
glzes of coal became not only market-
able but more wvaluable than the
larger sizes. Then the defendant
compuny reconstructed thelr appara-
tus and the coal was Intentionaslly
brokep into pleces small enough to
go through the Inch square mesh,
Thus they received a higher price for
the coal and could avold paying the
twelve cents per ton to our clients.”

Death of Professor Lamage,

Professor Edouard Lamaze, form-
erly of Seranton, died at his resi-
dence, Boulogne-8ur-8eine, near
Parls, France, on Monday of last
week, Untll two years ago before
his leaving for France, he resided
on Myrtle street, Seranton. He then
moved to Clark’s Summit, where he
lved a short time hefore leaving for
France.

Born at Fraize, Vosges, France,
fifty years ago, he received a college
education and prepared himself for
a teacher's career. Professor La-
maze obtained congiderable experi-
ence along this line by teaching at
the High school at Epinal, Vosges,
and the College of Remiremont,
France. When he was thirty-five
yeurs of age he went to Montreal,
Canada, whera he lived for a few
yveurs and then went to Scranton in
18083,

In Beranton he became prominent
ns n private teacher of the French
language and entered the service of
the Internationnl Correspondence
school March 9, 1901, in the capacity
ol prinecipal of the school of French.
At that time the schools were con-
sidering the advisability of teaching
modern languages by a new up-to-
date system and Professor Lamaze
was engaged for this purpose.

In 1912 the schools established a
branch in France for the teaching of
the langnages. Professor Lamaze
was sent to Paris, where he opened
an office for the schools for the pur-
pose of preparing courses in lan-
guages to meet the needs of France,
Spain and Germany,

The death of Professor Lamaze,
as he was famillarly and lovingly
called by his hosts of friends, will
be n distinet loss wherever the lan-
gunge department of the I, C. 8. has
penetrated; and this 18 in  almost
every civilized and semi-civilized
country, thro' his efforts and those
of his able assistant, Senor Jose
Navag, Senor Navas s a cultured
Spanish gentleman, in overy best
sense of that term, and will no
doubt succeed to the management
of the Language schools.

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THE APPLE TENT CATERPILLAR.

Senator Baldwin, whose home §s in
the northern part of Pennsylvania,
has called attention of State Zoolo-
gist H. A, Surface, Harrisburg, to the
unusual outbreak of tent caterpillars
this year., Thig is one of the pests
which is beginning to appear in ac-
cordance with the statements pub-
lished by Prof. Surface, in January,
to the effect that this would be an
unusual year for such pests as
Aphids or Plant Lice, June Bugs and
White Grubs, Cut Worms, Canker
Worms, and Tent Caterpillars,

Senator Baldwin Bayvs that
throunghout the northern and central
portions of Pennsylvania the cater-
pillars are so in evidence upon prac-
tically all wild cherry and most neg-
lected fruit trees that they are al-
ready quite defoliating them. These
pests are conspleuous on aceount of
the large tents which they make in
the forks of branches, and which
they leave to travel the leaves for
food, They cause great damage by
eating away the leaves, which for
trees perform the functions of both
lungs and stomach, This causes a
new set of leaves to develop on new
twigs, which means late growth, a
weakened tree, poor fruit buds, no
crop for this year, special dangers
of winter freezing next winter, and
but little erop for next year, on trees
that are permitted to remaln badly
infested by pests this spring,

Dr, Surface recommends destroy-
Ing tent eaterpillars by one of the
following means: 1. Spray as soon
as the young worms or larva appear,
using a quarter of an ounce of Paris
Eréen or oné ounce of arsenate of
lead In fifty gallons of water. 2.
Cut off the Infested branches and
burn them. A certain amount of
pruning at this time of year Is more
beneflelal to the tree than injurious.
4. With a brush on the end of a pole
twist out the nest and dip this Into a
vessel contalning kerosene or any
other oll or into hot water. 4. Load
a shot gun with a good charge
powder and plenty of paper wadding,
but no shot, and shoot them out.

Do not attempt the too common
practics of trying to remove them by
burning the tents, It takes only a
small amount of heat to injure the
bark of a tree and make it com-
